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the Palatine of Hangaryis poſted on the 
Waag near Trenchin, daily expecting the 
King of Pe/and, who with his Forces 
lay at that time incamped near Cracawzas 
alto orders from the Emperor how to 
proceed inthe juncture of attairs, whicn 
he received uvon the return of the Duke 
of Saxe Lewenburg, Wi was ſent to 
Vienna to give his Imperial Majeſty an 
account of the State of affairs 5 and 
whilſt he lay incamped on the Danube, 
hes cauſed the Fortifications of Raab to 
be repaired, putting a reinforcement in- 
to it, and furniſhing it with all things ne- 
cefiary to hold a long fiege, and make a 
reſolute defence, in caſe it ſhould be 
beſteged. 

And now great vas the expectation 
of all men ; tor the Vitter with his Ar-

And now ſo near were the ap- 
proaches of the rwo Aries, that divers 
YSkirmithes with various fucceſs hap- 
pened between parties. The Tarks 1m- 
patiently expecting 12000 Tartars, who 
were upon their march through Molda- 
via, to joyn them. And the Imperia- 
liſts, as earneſtly expected the Prince of 
Tranſylvania, (who envying Count Teck- 
ley's advantement, and miltruſting the 
Grand Signior has a de(1gn ro deprive 
him of lis Principality ) promiſed, as 
the rumour went, to take the Field 
with-18 or 20000 men, at arrival of the 
Polonian Forces, and to act offenſively 
againſt the 7 »rks. 

On the 2 of Y 1583. the Duke of 
Lorraiz having received advice, That a 
Body of Txrks and Tarrars had paſſed 
the Raab at Sevine, and exerciſed all 
manner of cruelties vpon the people 
where they came, burning their Houles, 
deflowring their Daughters, ks” 
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lities : He detached ' { cont1de a01e Party 
(0 0pP0 {& their further pre .eedings, and 
O. »igeth em tO re} Jals te! River ; which 
they accordingly did , and atter that, 
having made a thew, as if they "Sings 
ed to lay ſiege either to Leopolſtadt 0 
Raab : The imperial Horſe potted them- 
{clves near wg. and the F: 't IN 
the Ile of Schmz, to bein 4 readinels 
a5 occaſion {ould for ve to aifiſt either 
of the places. But this ſtratagem being 
in 4 ſhort time diſcovered, and that the 
Tarks real wmrentions were to get be- 
teen the Horic and Foot, to Linder 
their acting joyntly : The Imperial] 
lorſe Si their Baggage towards A/- 
tenburg which the ? urks attacked with 
Foſe Den: but being fought withal, and 
tor "Ay pov time couragioutly repulied by 
the Convoy, which EYCEEdE 4 not G00 
Horte, they ret ed, leaving 100 of 
their men dead upon the p1ace : But in 
their retreat meeting a party of 809 
| Turks, 
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T #rks, they again rallied, V hereupon 
the Duke of Lorr ain from the main Bo- 
dy, made what ſpeed he could with 
4000 Lighr-Horle , inforuc b that 
there happened a ſharp and cbſtinate 
Skirmith between both parties 3 in 
winch the Imperiliſts lot 1 200. MEN, 
and all rheir baggage. valued ac $00 ©0O 
Guilders. The ! »rks are {aid to have 
loſt in this skirmiſh 170 men, and a- 
mongſt them divers of note. The 
Duke of Zara was ingaged in the 
midit of the Enemies, and near unto 
him were wounded, the Prince of Sa- 
voy, General Kxbarta, and the Count 
d Lamberg, and the Prince of Arerbery : 
The Princes of Savorand Arenbery on 
after dying of their wounds. © After 
which the Imperial Horſe mMaxmnyg good 
os retreat, paſied the Bridge, aid joyn- 
{4 the Foor, who during the Action, 
being divided | by the River, Could not 
come totheir afliitance. 

The Tarks heightned by this ſucces, 
and being recruited by $500 morz of 
their accomplices, aid Hege tO Raub . 
from whoſe Walls the Guns Playc cd up- 
on them ſo furicut]y, th t they percety- 
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ed that ſiege too hot for them, they 
after having burnt an adjacent Viiiage 
called Pecroxzello, quitted it. and marc - 
ing outwards joyned the groſs body ot 
the Ottoman Army, under the leading of 
the Grand Vitter, who marched directly 
towards Yienmna, the chief City of . Aa- 
jtria, and Bulwark of the Empire, ſpoil- 
ig and ravaging the Countrey after {0 
dreadful a manner, that the Inhabitants 
fled before them, with ſuch things as 
were portable, like droves of Sheepzand 
divers Towns to avoid ſuch cruel treat- 
ment, put themſelves under their pro- 
tection, the Countrey all abour them 
being in a flame. There might one be- 
hold thehellith Tartars, like ſo many 
fiends,dragging and haling the Chriſhans 
faſt bound in Ropes; and the barbarous 
Tirks Carrying the Heads of fuch as they 
had lain in triumph, as it were, upon 
the points of theirLances,ſtill blaſpheer- 
ing the Redeemer of the World, and 
threatning deſtruction to all Chfiſten- 
dom. Whilſt before the torrent, the 
Imperial Army retired under the Walls 
of Viema, into which City to get en»

Hels Were 4bour £0, pals rhe {a- 
yube about {1x L eagues from his Poſt, 
he drew off, and marched imineciately 
ro impede their pal lage And finding 
them making proviſion for ter tran- 
portation, he fel Upon them with uct 
Courage and bravery, that after a hot 

putt, he pur them to the rout, Kil- 
ling 200 upon the Place, taking 106 Pri- 
{oners, with feven Enltgns, and a great 
Booty, which they had gotren in their 
Progreſs. Theiw ntent-was to have 
fallen 1nto Sileſia , there to expect a 
body of 1 artars, who weHhe on their 
march ro ioyn them, 
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The Tarts Camp increaſing before 
Vienna, and furiouſly preſſing the ſiege, 
though the beſieged made a brave and 
reſolute defence : Yet knowing they 
could not ſubſiſt without relief from 
abroad, the Bilhop of Aichſtaar, the In 
perial Commiſhoner, by a Memorial re- 
preſents unto the Diet for that purpoſe 
aflembled,the imminent danger wherein 
the City was; as hkewiſe the whole 
Circle of Azftria, which muſt of ne- 
ceſſity fall into the hands of the unmer:- 
ciful Infidels,if a ipeedy courte were not 
faken to relieve it; and under what mi- 
ſeries the Countries about the beſieged 
City groaned , they were not igno- 
rant : Therefore in the name of his 
Imperial Majeſty, he prayed them to 
lay aſide all other buſtnels and debates, 
and come to a quick relolutio!n about 
raiſing Men and Money, futhcient to 
enable the Imperial Army, if not to 
raiſe the Siege, yer to keep the Field, 
2nd preve.': the foe proprels of the 
Twrhifp Arms: which they promiſed to 
do. Aud immediately thereupon, the 
reſpective Deputies aitpatched away

The Rebels taking advantage ot the 
Ferreat of rhe Imp=riali {k's, deliſtec NGO 
co Commu many A1.d preat OUtrages , 
burning and pjunder! ag 2! ] before them ;

Silefia, the Governour of that Garrifon 
allied out upon them, and gave them 1 
Diisk incounter, but being Co rpowered 
with numbers, was objized to rett 'E 
with ſoine lois.

a Capitulation : Tocome to which, he 
has not only by Letters (hotin upon Ar- 
rows but by other means, 25 tending 
his Letters by captive A»ftriars, made 
large Promiſes, and large Threats ; on 
the one hand, aſſuring them of Liberty, 
Tee exercite of Religion, and indern- 
nity oi their Perſons and Eftates : O11 
the other, he magnified the Force , 
Power, and Reſolution of his Maſter, 
(wearing by Mahumet, it they ſtood our 
eo extremity, and obliged him to take 
it by ſtorm, winch he was reſolved to 
do, for thatno relief was to be hoped 
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for on their part ; he wouid put all to 
the Sword, without exception, and that 
the moſt obſtinate in oppoting his de- 
mands, ſhould expire by the moſt ex- 
quiiite torments. But theſe thireats or 

romiſes were - too - low and mean to 
va any effects, or make any impreſſ1- 
on on theminds of men of bravery and 
re{olution, who had devoted their lives 
co the defence of that City, and the pre- 
{eryation of the Emperours honour 3

tough indeed ſome of the pulſillant- - 


mOous Burghers, looking back upon their 
Vives and Children, were for yie!ding

The wart remaining at this point, the 
Duke of Zorrain having received a lup- 
ply of 5000 men, the better to en- 
courage the beſieged , drew near the 
City, incamping with his whole Army 
at Krembs on theDannbe about threeLea- 
gues and a halffrom Yiewra, within hear- 
ing of the Cannon, and fight of the 
Leaguer ; and there received advice 
from the King of Poland, That he was 
upon his march with an Army of 40000 
effetual men, and that by the 20 of 
Auguſt, he would be before Viewa, and 
oblige the Tzrhs to rife, or come to a 
general Batile 5 winch advice he cauſed 
to be conveyed to the beſteged by a 
Fiſherman. who adventured to {ſwim 
over the River ; and thereby {o incou- 
raged them, that thenext morning they 
made another {ally upon the / #rbs, and 
finding them altogether unprepared , 
made a great {]zughter, beating them out 
of their Trenches, and throwing down 
their Works 3 which ſo much alarmed 
the Camp, that the Vitter ſuſpected the 
Imperial Army was at hand, and _— 
ore 
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fore immediately drew up inco Battalia, 


commanding 1050 Janizaries, and 2000 
Snahies to fuccour the Leaguers that 
maintained the Works ; upon whoſe 
artival, the Imperialifts returned into 
the City, having killed between 3 or 
400 of the enenues, and taken eight 
Enfigns : Which negligence of dury in 
the 7»rks, the Vitier puniſhed by the 
death of the Zangiack, that command.

"Chis ation was .no ſooner over, but 
the Duke of Lorraia had notice by his 
Scouts, thata great: convoy of.

hear the Ravelin, and filed them up, 


fetring fire to the Planks, and what elſe 
was combuſtible ; and following their 
advantage, beat them to their main 
Works, and there diſputed it at puſi of 
Pike, and But-end for half an hour : du- 
ring which ſpace, 7000 Trrks advanced 


from the Camp to the relief of their 


fellows ; when the Imperialiſts tired 
with the {laughter of the Iniidels, of 
which (as {ome that were taken Pri- 
{oners {ince, ſay no leis than) 4 or 5090 
periſhed 1n the action, they retired into 
the Town, carrying Twrks heads upon 
their Lances ; which they atterwards 
planted upon ſtakes on the Baſtions. 
"This and : 26 former carnages did {Oo in- 
fect the air, that the ſmell and noy- 
ſomne(s cauſed a mortal ficknels in the 
Turks Camn, and thereby obliged the 
Viiier to remove with the greateſt part 
of his Army 3 or 4 miles diltant from 
the Walls : And moreover it was re-

full of putrefation and contagious: 
imelis, who had been buried during the 
raging of che Jate Plague at Yiewna; in- 
{onuch, that not being able to endure 
the ſcent, they were often obliged to 
diſcontinue the work, many of them 
thereupon falling mortally fick, and dy- 
ing ſhortly after : So that here, as well 
the dead as the living contributed to 
the defence of the Ciry. In the laſt fally 
che Imperialiſts loſt 150 men. 

The Elector of Bavaria, by this time 
having drawn forth an Army of 14 or 
14500 men, brought them to Paſſaw 3 
where he drew them up, and exerciſed 
them in the preſence of che Emperor, 
where they for the moſt part appeared 
wonderful dextrous in handling their 
Arms, {wift and ready in their advan- 
ces, and indeed expert in all military 
exerciſe, tothe no {mall delight of the 
beholders. Scarcely was this over , 
but News came, That General Dnnwalt 
having notice that 7 or 8000Tarrars were 
fallen into the upper Anftria, he with 
ſuch forces as he had under his com- 
mand, and a conliderable Band of the 
Pealants, fell upon them as they were

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plandering,and ſo conſequently divided, 
Net 1 any reaſonable poſture of de- 
fence, and aſter {ome diſpute, put 2 
great number. of them to the Sword, 
took divers of them Priſoners, and de- 
livered 20co poor Chriſtian Captives, 
which they were dragging after them in 
chains, as likewiſe recovered a. con(1- 
derable Booty , part of which he delt- 
vered to the owners, and the reſt he gi- 
ftributed amonglt his Souldiers. 

Theſe ſucceſſes of the Imperialiſts, 
as they 8! age cilmayed the Turks and 
Rebels, they animated the Imperid- 
liſts, and fs Princes of the Circles, 1n- 
ducing them to liaften out their Troops, 
infomuch, that in a Conference held at 
Hasford the 27 of falvy, betiveen the 
Bilhop of Bart verg and Wirtbourg, and 
the Depurics of the Ele&tor of Brazden- 
barg, the Princes of Harnſpach, Bareith, 
&c. it was reſolved, That the Troops 
of Franconia de| ſigned for the afliſtance 
of the Emperour jhould begin their 
march on the 2 of A#2»ft ; it. being con- 
ditioned, That the Biihop and Chapter 
Of 1:irtsbourg, thouid yk this ſervice 
furniih out two Reg &1MENts of Foot, wn 
Ot 
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tour Companies of Guards z and the 
Eleftor of Brandenburg, not reckoning 
his Quota, ſhould afſiit the Emperour 
with a body of men under the command 
of the Velt Marſhal Borflize : All which 
were unmeuiately to be raiſed and ſent 
to the Imperial camp, incamped be- 
riveen Krewbs and Viera, wimpatiently 
expecting thoſe Auxiliary Troops. But 
trom hence kt us again return to the 
Lie ge of Firma, 

The Terzs itill prefiing the ſtege in 
hopes to carry the Town by Storm, or 
oblize the belieged to ſurrender upon 
reaſonable propoſals, raiſed divers new 
Batteries in the ſtead of thoſe the bel1eg- 
ed's Cannon had ruined : Which Batte- 
ries they chiefly manage by Renegadoes 
of all Nations, to whom they give dou- 
ble pay. They on the 39 of 7/y made 
three attacks near Scotenbrurg-Gate and 
the Red Tower , in which they were 
bravely repulſed by the belteged, who 
came to handy blows with them with 
great reſolution 5 whiillt the Can- 
non from the Flankers cut off the Tarks 
in great numbers, and ſpared nor to 
kill fome of the lmpertaliſts, who were 
mixed 
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mixed,.and fighting with the enemy. In 
theſe three attacks the Twrks loit near 
8000 men: Whereupon, the Grand 
Viſter fent to demand a Ceſlation to 
fetch off the ſlam and wounded ; but 
Count Staremberg returned anſwer ) 
Thar he had no need of Trace, his 
Gartifon being all in good order. The 
7 wrks icarce had time to breath, before 
the Imperialiſts making another {ally , 
entrcd the Suburb called Leopoalſtadt 
ſometime ſince poſlefled by tlie Twrks ; 
they beat chem out, and put a coulde- 
rable number of men into it to 1fvad

ry the Tzwrks had raiſed againft rhe Soc 
Gate, diſmounting all the Cannon, and 
ruining the Battery, though not with- 
out loſs on their own part, the moſt 
ſtout and refolute Sonldiers {til} keeping 
the Walls; the Gartifoa con(iting of 
18000 fighting men , befides a great 
number of the Burghers, Scholars and 
religious perſons of all Orders, who up- 
on occaſion are aftifting. Nor 1s any 
thing of Ammunition orProviſion want- 
mg, but a plenty ſufficient for ſeveral 
Months, 
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Months, according to the computation 
of thoſe that by the Count's order took 
a narrow ſurvey of the Magazines: 
Money being the thing moſt wanting, 
the Governour borrowed a conſiderable 
{umm of the Religious Orders, promi- 
ling to reſtore it with addition, if the 
City eſcape falling into the hands of 
the enemy ; and if it ſhould ſo happen, 
yet to make reparation, if his life and 
liberty were preſerved ; the which mo- 
ney he freely and cheerfully at divers 
times diſtributed amongſt his Souldiers : 
As likewiſe was ſo exact as to ſee the 
Provition fairly divided, that one has 
not more than another z thereby to 
prevent murmurs; animoſities and mu- 
tinies : Cauſing the whole Garrifon, as 
well Burghers as Souldiers, to takean 
Oath, To defend the place to the laſt 
extremity, and never to hearken to any 
propoſals or overtures from the enemy, 
how advantagious ſoever they may be. 
Theſe refojutions, equity and bravery 
in the Governour, contributed not a 
little to the reſolution and courage of 
the Souldiers and Citizens, the very 
Women appearing every where coura- 
S1OUS, 
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210us, heartning and exciting their Hui- 
Rds to maintain and defend the City 
againſt the common Enemy without 
wearineſs or fainting. This great City, 
when the Turks firſt ſat down before it, 
nad no more than 15 or 1600 men 11 It, 
and not greatly provide with Amimu- 
nitionand ocher nece{laries ; but as Pro- 
vidence had ordered it, jult as it was 1n- 
veſted, viz.on the 14 of 7»/z, four great 
Veſlels caine up the River laden with 
all manner of Neceſlaries, and within 
{ight of the enemy, recovered the Port : 
Though few {expected the day before, 
that the Tarks would have- attempted a 
ſiege, in which they have always been 
untortanate. For before this very City, 
much weaker chan at preſent, $1/yman 
the Magnificent loſt 80000, or as ſome: 
ſay, ro000D men ; and after all thar 
he could do, being there in perſon , 
he was obliged to raiſe his ftege with 
ſhame and diſgrace. The Duke of Lor- 
rain ikevile had the good luck to chruſt 
Wn 13000 Foot, and 1000 Horſe, be- 
{1des which upon occaſion, the Inhabi- 
tants can make 200.0 fighting men 3 
ana happy was it for the City, that the

The Country round about Y7-mna is 
deſtroyed and Jaid waſt : for upon the 
Turks firſt arrival, from th. Walls*and 
Towers of the City, might be ſeen 40 
Viilages in a flame at once; and daily 
tor a week togethcr, WEre by ought into 
the Camp , droves of {uch miſerable 
Ct \riftians as the Barbarians had furpri- 
2ed or taken in tie Caſtles and {mall 
Fortrefſes adjacent, Which were not 
Ca} nable of [tand ing out, but to {av 0 cheir 
lives ſurrendered;thoneh t| ey had better 
have dyed like Souluict $ and men of 
courage, than failen into the hands of to 
barbarous an enemy, from whom they 
can expect nothing but fiavery: ſorhat 
great are thecryes anc wailing of VWo- 
men and. Cluidren ; which "when rhe 
Wind fac on the. back of the Camp, 
could be dijiinitly heard by the Be- 
lleged. 

ihe King of Pod having left Cra- 
cw, with the Army unG.r his com- 
mind. 
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mand , marched with all dilligence to 
joyn the Imperial Army, and in joynt 
confederacy to rcheve the beſtegedCity, 
or to give the enemy battle. When mn 
the mean while, the Duke of Lorrain 
having advice, that Count Teckely march- 
ed towards Presbzrg with a ſtrong pow- 
er of the Hungarian Rebels and Trrks, 
the lacter being {ent him by the Baſla of 
Buda; and taking the advantage of the 
juncture of affairs, he interided to be- 
ftege it : Hedetached a ſtrong party of 
Horſe and Foot, and marched towards 
them with a reſolution to give them 
battle 5 which Teckely little (ufpetted, 
by reaſon the day before he had recety- 
ed advice, that he durſt not come forth 
of his Camp, for fear of the Orroman Ar- 
my ; but too late tinding his incelligence 
falſe, and that the Duke from the Walls 
of Presburg advanced towards him, he 
with his whole body of Tzrks and Hun 
gariays, Conitfting of 25000 men, 
retired in the beſt order the {ſmall 
time would permit » but noc fo {witt- 
ly but that the Imperiatilts fell in 
with his Rear , making of chem 
great ſlaughter, cutting oft about 5

of their Baggage, Anwmunicon and Pro- 
vition, taking in ali zxoo Waggons :

vith whom he as reſolurelv joyned , 
having firſt wheeled about, and taken 
the advantage of the Ground, ſo that 
he might train them into the Ambuſh- 
ment, and by that means inciofe them ;

For the be- 
fieged incourazed by theCount  Stwrem- 
berg their Governour, fought like Lyons, 
even in the Works and Breaches, made 
by the Twrki/þ Cannon, where the Shot 
falls thickeſt; when to encourage the 
Souldiers the more, the Townſmen 
bring out their Stores of Proviſion. Yer 
the Tarks Continuing their Mines, lodg- 
ed themſelves under the advantage of

Ditch ; but were {ſoon ſent thence with 
a ſhowre of Shot (hot from the Wall : 
Whereupon the Duke of LZorraia ſent a

{fon upon poor ſuffering wretches, who 
continaally groan under thrice worſe 
than «Egyptian bondage, having none 
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on Earth to appeal to for mitigation of 
their miſeries ; yet ſuch is the courage 
of moſt of them, that they will rather 
chuſe to undergo their almoſt inſupport; 
able yoke under the tyranny of cruel 
Task-maſters,than by baſe and unchrift}- 
an cowardice deny the Lo: d, that bought. 
them at the price of his precious blaod,all 
their hopes upon earth being the expe- 
tation of the Chriſtian Sword, under 
the leading of the Chtiſtian Princes.- Buc 
to the purpoſe. 

When at-any time the Grand Signior 
has raiſed an Army for the invaſion of 
any Chriſtian Country, then like fo 
many Vulturs or beaſts of prey, a ſort 
of Merchants, called by the T»rks Men-- 
Scorcers, hoyer about 1t in great num- 
bers, to buy ſuch Captives of the rude 
Souldiers as they ſhall tale, either - in 
War or by {urprize; and for that pur-

liberty to purchaſe his Priſoners of the 
Teffaardar or chief Trealurer, or his De- 
puties 3 nor have they any Merchandrze 
{o profitable or. ſuch fure money as 
Slaves, whom they hale along like dogs, 
or drive before them like flocks of Sheep, 
for the moſt part naked, expoſed tohear, 
cold and hunger : when if at any: time 
they faint or are not able to go, they 
lay them croſs a Horſe; Mule, Camel 
or Dromedary, upon their: Belles, ty+ 
ing their Hands and Legs under the-Bel- 
ly of the Beaſt, as they ule in England 
ro carry Calves; but if they hind them 
fick and not likely to recover, they : caſt 
them incothe next ditch, and leave them 
to be devatifed of Wolves and other 
- voracious Beaſts. Thoſe that are aged, 
being 2ccounted unprofitable, feldom 
eſcape the Sword,unte(s they are of ſuch

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Empire, driving them troim Market to 
Market like beaſts, fo that ſometimes 
they carry 2.0r 300 a drove, | bound 
in {evera] parcels, feeding them for the 
moſt part with Bread and Water, or 
Rice Cakes. 

When they are newly captivated of 
bought, the firſt thing the Devil prompts 
their Patron or Maſters to, is by tharp 
threats, mixed with fair promiſes to 1n- 
duce them ro renounce their Chriftian- 
ty, and perſwade them to admit of 
Circumciſion; the which it they yield 
fo, they find ſomewhat more civil 
treatment, but are for ever debared " 
returning to their own Country , 
gaining their liberty : all hope, w ich; 7 
ſometimes a comfort to the mit (eravle, 
is taken away til: death {et them fre 
and if, after they become -Twrss, they 
endeavour to efcajs, or return to the 
profeſſion of the ChriftianRelgion, the 
Law is, That they {jail be thruſt into a 
hot Furnace. Such as are thought firm, 
and-not tubjedt ro fly or delert their Pa 
trons, Are 2dmitrec | tO their Maſters mili 
rary mp) oymeuts,and can only be made 
tree, v.hen age renders them. ulclels, and 
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that upon courreſie, for their extraordi- 
nary ſervice in their Youth, - or ſome 
notable exploit, or when the Maſter up- 
on being hurt in the war, or in great 
danger of death, bequeaths him liberty. 
They permit them to marry, bur it 15 to 
make their poſterity as well as them- 
ſelves miſerable : for their Children , 
when they come to maturity, ars made 
{laves as well as themſelves ; therefore 
thoſe tiiat conlider the tacal conſequences 
rhat attend fuch Matrimony, decline 
it. Thoſe that refule to be circumciſed, 
or to renounce their Faith in Chriſt, are 
miſerable, uale(s skilled in forme extra- 
ordinary ari, whereby they can greatly 
profit their Maſters. Learned Men , 
Prieſts, and Gentlemen, not inured to 
hardſhip, or capable of any Mechanick 
art, are milerably dealt withs and the 
worſe, that they by making known 
their miſerable condition, by Letter, to 
their Friends in Chriſtendom, if they 
have any, may thereby be moved t9 


ranſome them : They cauſe them -to- 


walk with naked Legs, Feet , Head, 
and Backs, feeding them with the bread 
of affliction 3 no new Cloaths ever ſuc- 
ceeding 
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ceeding their old ones, unleſs a little 
courſe Linnen ro hide cheir Privaties. 
And in - this miſerable condition. they 
hurry them over Rocksand Mountains, 
though never {0 rough and irkſorme to 
their gall'd bleeding Feet; ſo that many 
times one or other dyes for loſs of blood 


ifTuing from his Feet, cut by Flints or 


ſharp Marble, and fo ends lis wretched 
Life: Thoſe that faulter -or lag, they 
whip along with Scourges ; and if they 
cannot, then they faſten chem on horte- 
back as aforeſaid, and often torture them 
to make them confeſs what craft or han- 
dy labour they are $killed in. Upon 
buying theſe miſerable wretches, they 
always feel their Joynts, to obſerve if 


they are ſtrong tet, well knit, and 'free , 


from imperfection ; they feel likewile 
their Hands, by the hardneſs or {oftnels 
of which , they kuow whether they 
have been inured to labour or not. z they 
have alfo efpecial regard to their Mouth, 
to ob{erve if their Teeth be ſtrong, firm 
ſet, and ſound, that fo they be capable 
of eating Rice, Bisket, or any other 
courſe and hard Diet : And laſtly, chey 


take great notice of their Eyes, to fee if 


there 
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there benodulneſs nor blemiſh in the 
tending to blindnels. From theſe obſer- 
vations, much the {ame as we uſe in 
buying'Cartle, they conclude the good- 
neſs or badnefs of Captives. As for 
their Lodging, it isin an Oat-ſhed, upon 
Stalks, Leaves of Trees, or courſe 
Mats,not being permitted to come with- 
1-doors,unleis upon extraordinary Occa- 
f10n,: ler the weather be never {o ex- 
tream cold. As for the Women they 
are continually expoſed to the horrid 
inſts of their Merchants or Buyers , 
locked up in ſtrong places, and kept at 
hard labour, where you may hear con- 
tinual howlings and wailings : Nor does 
the age of fix years protect female chil- 
dren from the horrid luſt of theſe Inft- 
dels, nor the youths eſcape their filth 
Sodoray, to which they are almoſt all 
of them addicted. | 

'" Theſe poor wretches, viz. the men, 
ſome are yoked like Oxen, and forced 
to draw the plough, others keep Sheep 
upon the bleak Mountains, and ſome 
again tiil the Ground with Spades, dig 
up Trees, ſaw Timber, grind in Mills, 
waſh Cloth, fetch Water, drain Fiſh- 
ponds, 
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onds, make Bricks, or the like {ervite 
Abours, to which they are hurried by 
day-light, and till night, continue at it 
without Meat or Drink, ſeldom being 
allowed any unle(s at night, unleſs they 
have ſome way to get money to pur- 
chaſe it. 
, Maids are f{eyerally forced to perpetual 
labour, excluded both from the compa- 
ny and fight of Men, unleſs at {ch 
eHmes as tHey attend their Miſtretles to 
their Country Houſes, tothe Bach, or 
the Graves of their departed Frieads, 
It any Man be taken Priſoner, toge- 
ther wit his Wife and Children, he is 
commonly diſpoſed of to forme Gentle- 
man 77k, tobe imployed in his Coun- 
try houſe,there to. labour in iis Vineyard, 
ill bis Meadows, and plant Trees, 
look after his Cattle, and the like : all 
ther Children being likewite made 
flaves ; but it they perſevere in the Chri- 
{tian Faith, rhere is a time allotted fre- 
quently for their delivery; bur that 1s 
I'ways mn the choice of the Matter, and 
at his courteſie. 
. It after their making free, they. are 
defirous to return into their own Coun- 
trey, 
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trey, they have Letter Parents given 
them for their Journey 3 but this is only 
to juca as perſevere in Chriſtianity, for 
thoſe that abjure it, are never {uffered 
to ren , though {ime do now 
and then, by makingelcape ; yet ſome- 
times they are made free, but in lien 
thereof pay a certain animal ſtipend to 
their Maſter, and the tenth of all chey 
potieſs to the Grand Signior. Bur moſt 
miſerable of all are chote that are fold to 
Husbandmen, who for the moſt part 
make them draw the Plough or keep 
Sheep as aforeſaid ; thoſe that are made 
Shepherds, teldom throughout the year 
come imo any Houſe, vut wander 
from Mountain to Mountain according 
as they can find Paiture; ver have the 
Maſter and Dame a Tent anda Curtain, 
one to lye and reſide in, the other to 
carry all tlieir Furniture and Provifion : 
"As for the Prieſts and Clergymen, they 
donot-only lay heavy tasks upon them, 
bur expoſe them to all ignominy and 
{corn poſſibly, yer greatly rejoyce when 
by perſwation or compillion, they can 
obl ge any one of them to renounce their 
faith. ; 
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Some Turks haye more humanity , 
and- abate ſomething of this rigorous 
uſage, giving their Slaves now and 
then a {mall Stipend, which they moſt- 
ly keep to defray their charges into Chr 
tendom , if ever they obtain their 
liberty 3 yet in this donation tney 


have politick ends, which are to ob- 


Iige them not to run away, or to in- 
duce them toinbrace the ſahnmeran ſu- 
perſtitzon. For ſeldom ir 15 that they 
give any thing to ſuch as are alteady 
turned Mahbumetans, knowing that at 
the peri of their lives, they attempt 
their flight. Their beating is unmerci- 
tal, infomuch that ſome of them lye by 
it 6 or 7 Weeks, and many there are 
that never recover, which the Txrk no 
otherways regardetl than for his profit : 
tor could he make as much of a Chriſtian 
dead as alive, they would ſutter few or 
none within their power to live. Thus

Arrows, Carpets, and the like 3 
but firſt they oblige them to a renuntiatt- 
on of their Faith,and ro be Circamciſed, 
diligently obſerving their Lineaments , 
Features, and the like; as alſo their 
promptWit and aptneſfs,and accordingly 
they bring them up, ſome to Artifices, 
others to learn the Mabumetay Law, 0- 
thers to exerciſe Arms, and allow them 
a ſtipend of rwo or three Aſpersa day, 
to provide them with Cloaths and Diet 
tall they are perfected; 60 of which AL 
pers make a Crown Engli/h. Overthem 
they have ſevere Task-malſters, to ex- 
act a daily account cf their Exerciſe; 
and if they perform it not, then are they 
unmercifully beaten with Rods, Staves, 
OL 
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or other rhings of more cruel invention. 
When they begin to grow perfect, they 
re inrolied, ſome m the order of the 
Bowmen, other ſome in the order of 
the Janizaries, and thoſe that have lovely 
Faces are expoſed to the horrid and {6- 
domitical lvſt of their abominable 
lords ; and for that purpoſe the Genitals 
are cut away : {o that when they have 
been vſed as long as the 7rk thinks 
convenient, then are they put to the 
offices of Eunuchs, to attend on the L2- 
dy-Concubines Horſes, Mules, or 
ſome Kitchen imploy. 

Virgins, ſuch as are of extraordinary 
beauty, comeline(s or compoſition of 
Body, are choſen out for Concubines, 
and thruſt into a more narrow retire- 
ment. Thoſe that are but indifferent 
handſome , they put to attend upon 


_ others, and to waſh the privy parts of 
the Turki/þ Women atter they have eva- 


cuated, which is a thing always obſerved 
amongſt them. Others they imploy at 
ſpinning, winding Silk, weaving Car-

mercileſs barbarians, though in their 
flight they are often aftiſted by the

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charge the Slave, if ever he attempt to: 
eſcape, ſwearing by Mahwaet, that all' 
the curſe chat can be invented will befal 
him, if he do conceiving that this by 
the help of the Devil, will aftrighe che 
fugitive, with the tear of meeting Ly- 
ons, Bears, Dragons, Tigers, and: 
Wolves, in lis way, that he ſhall pe- 
riſh-by hunger, be ſwallowed up b 

the Rivers, or be mntombed in the depth 
of the Sea, or that the Heavens will. 
grow diſmal and black, and tempeſtuous 
ſtorms arite, miomuch that theſe aſto- 
niſhments will bring him back, and. 
indeed they have their wiſhed effects 
npon the Mahbumetan Slaves : but thoſe: 
that believe in Chriſt, and revere” his 
name, camiot be Bug-beared with-things 
alrogether ridiculous and inſignificant ; 
and rherefore after ſuch they look more 
narrowly, having ſpies in divers parts 
to give notice of their ſight, and toy 
parſoe them, berween whom and the 
Fugitives havpen ſharp ncounters, 1nfo- 
much, ti:t fome on either fide are fre» 
querſtly jilled, the Slaves chafing ra- 
ther to dye bghting hike men, than to 
be broyeht back, to bs tortured. and 
lea . 
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uſed worſe than Dogs; if thote thatare 
returned have kuled any perſon , al- 
though in their own defence, then are 
they dipped over Head and Ears in a 
Cauldron of boyling Oy]; then taken 
our, being alive, and caſt into a deep 
Dungeon, aud there ſuffered to perith, 
or elie have their fleſh launced, and be- 
ing rubbed over with Honey, or ſome 
{ſweet liquor, are hanged up alive for 
the Bees, Hornets, Waſps, and ſuch In- 
{es to prey upon : and in that miſerable” 
condition, frequently do the Vulturs and 
other rapacious Fowl feed upon and tear 
them, whilſt living, and in this condi- 
tion ſome hang 4 or 5, nay ſometimes & 
ot 7 dayes, before they dye : Others 
they wrap up in Bears Skins, or Swines 
Skins, and expoſe them to the fury of 
Dogs, with which they bair them to 
Neath. Theſe and many more are the 
Torments theſe poor Creatures indure, 
under their cruel Maſters, 

Thoſe that are taken by the Tartars 
are worſe uſed, if worſe can pothible be, 
for they having little or no imployment, 
for thein, ( as being a roving, thievith , 
and uncivilized people, living —_
